My introduction to numismatics was at school when | swapped a box of marbles for WW1 coins. This 
small group of coins fascinated me and led me to visit the Canterbury Museum’s large collection many 
times. 


Fortunately a custodian suggested | contact Ernie Dale who was Chairman of a Society who could help 
me. He certainly did and | joined the Canterbury Branch of the RNSNZ and enjoyed many years in the 
company of informative speakers who widened my knowledge. | am forever grateful to the members 
of the Canterbury society. 


The introduction of decimal currency in 1967 resulted in a surge in sales of New Zealand sterling coins 
at inflated prices, which led me to advertise price lists at what | considered more sensible levels. 


New Zealand medallions were plentiful and, in 1950, with the issue of the Canterbury Centennial 
medal, | started collecting medallions in earnest which eventually led to the issue of a small catalogue 
in 1976, and later, as new items were found, a much expanded and illustrated second edition (1996) 
and a supplement (2000). 


| also purchased a small, lovely collection of Edward VIII Coronation medallions, which grew into a very 
large collection. Many friendships resulted, including Richard Lobel of Coincraft, who has an amazing 
collection.

Banknotes became an interest when | discovered the Reserve Bank of New Zealand would sell notes 
direct to collectors, a great service which has sadly been discontinued. 


We retired to Melbourne, where our four sons resided, in 2000. So | packed my accumulation into 120 
special containers which Customs officials were interested in, but released them when they realised it 
was my private collection.

Note by the compilers (2020): Leon gave his agreement to our updating his catalogue to include more 
recent discoveries during his visit to the RNSNZ Convention in 2014. Work began almost immediately 
on digitising the text of his 1996 Catalogue and 2000 Supplement, as well as logging new discoveries 
and gathering photos of existing items. This activity has continued in the background ever since, 
though it has only been with the upheavals to normal work routines brought about by Covid-19 that 
we have had the opportunity to start putting it into its final shape. 


Leon died in late 2019 at the age of 87, and we are saddened not only by the loss of someone who put 
such a huge effort into documenting and promoting New Zealand commemorative medals, but also by 
the fact that he did not live to see the release of the revised 3rd edition of his magnum opus. 
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This is part of a projected multi-volume series updating Leon Morel’s Catalogue of Medallic 
Commemoratives of New Zealand, 1865-1940 (1996) and the Supplement published in 2000. This new 
edition marks a departure from previous RNSNZ catalogue projects in that it is being released 
electronically in the first instance, and in sections. In this way, parts of the book can be published as 
they become ready and can also be regularly updated as new information becomes available. 


The various sections of the catalogue will ultimately cover the whole of NZ’s medallic history from the 
earliest issues associated with this country through to the Centennial events of 1940. More recent 
issues, from 1940 (not Centennial-related) to date, are being covered by a companion series, “New 
Zealand Commemorative Medals since 1940, New Series (2022)”, also being published in parts and in 
electronic form. 


Because these publications are being released as searchable PDFs, the previous Index of Legends has 
now been dispensed with as unnecessary.

SOUTH AFRICAN WAR 1899-1902 

The war commenced in the 2"¢ week of October, 1899, when the Transvaal and Orange Free State 
Forces attacked British troops in the Cape Colony. The New Zealand Prime Minister, Richard 
Seddon, offered to the British Prime Minister, Joseph Chamberlain, 250 mounted rifles. Whilst 
being declined when it was originally made on 3 October, it was accepted on the commencement 
of hostilities. The first two contingents numbered between 200 and 220 volunteers from the trained 
Militia. These departed from New Zealand between 21 October 1899 and 20 January 1900. The 
Third and Fourth contingents had no previous military training but were skilled marksmen and 
horsemen. These contingents were known as Rough Riders. Commencing with the Fifth contingent, 
the British Government paid all expenses of the New Zealand troops. The Fifth, Sixth and Seventh 
contingents numbered between 500 and 600 men, while the Eighth to the final contingent, the 
Tenth, which left on 19 April 1902, numbered just over 1,000 men in each contingent. The total 
troops which departed New Zealand for the Boer War numbered 6,495, of whom 228 lost their lives 
and 166 were wounded during the 30 months of fighting.

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NEW ZEALAND VS. WALES 1905 

The Match of the Century (Welsh: Gém y Ganrif) is the unofficial name of a rugby union Test match 
played between Wales and New Zealand at Cardiff Arms Park on 16th December 1905 in front of a 
crowd of 47,000. The game was billed as the “Match of the Century” or “The World Championship” 
as it was a first meeting of the top two international teams. 

The match was part of New Zealand's “Originals” tour and was their only loss in 35 matches. Final 
score was 3-0 from a try by Morgan in the 23 min. The result provoked much debate, with later writers 
noting its impact on the sporting culture of both countries. The Welsh crowd's singing of Hen Wlad 
Fy Nhadau as a response to the All Blacks’ Haka is often cited as the first national anthem to be sung 
before an international sports event.

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NEW ZEALAND INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION CHRISTCHURCH 1906-07 
This impressive exhibition was opened on 1 November 1906 in North Hagley Park, with buildings 
spread over some 14 acres. The most outstanding building was the Main Building which is featured 
on medallions. The Government assumed financial responsibility and was required to pay £81,430 
to cover the loss incurred. By the closing date 1,967,632 persons had visited the exhibition, but only 
938,621 were paying visitors. Many nations from Europe, the Pacific and Empire and the United 
States contributed exhibits. As recorded under M1906-07/1, the originator and founder Premier 
Seddon died prior to the opening.

Moller & Sons, Dunedin, were the successful tenderer for the striking of commemorative medal for 
Dominion Day. The tender called for 170,000 pieces which were to be distributed to school children 
on the first anniversary (26 September 1908) of the Dominion Day Declaration. The medals, it is 
recorded, were struck at the rate of 4,000 per day at the cost of 1 penny each. 
According to the Otago Witness, of 10 September 1908, “When completed the medals will be 
distributed as follows: — Auckland 37,000, New Plymouth 5700, Wanganui 15,200, Wellington 
19,300, Napier 10,750, Blenheim 2450, Nelson 6800, Greymouth 2100, Hokitika 1350, Christchurch 
22,900, Timaru 6100, Dunedin 22,000, Invercargill 10,750 — total, 163,000. The remainder 7000 — 
are to be sent to the Education Department, Wellington.”

No estimates of value have been included as this publication is intended as a numismatic record not 
a price catalogue. In some respects, it is unnecessary as collectors and dealers already have a market 
worth and appreciation of commemoratives and will pay accordingly. 


As a general rule rarity does not automatically mean that a medallion is highly valuable. In 
numismatics, prices depend on additional factors to scarcity such as condition and demand. Also, 
handsome medallions commemorating events or occasions of importance can be worth more than 
equally or scarcer pieces issued for unimportant or obscure events. For example 1865/1 or 1872/1 
both with a R5 rarity are more valuable than 1882/18 with a R6 rarity or 1906-07/39 with an even 
higher R7. 


Also, price quotes quickly become outdated. 


R1 ~~ very common 

R2 common 

R3 normal scarce 

R4 scarce 

R5 rare (estimated 11 to 25 known) 
R6~—svery rare (estimated 4 to 10 known) 


R7 —_— extremely rare (estimated 1to 3 known) 


The rarity figures provided are the compilers’ best estimates in each case and are not definitive. 
The editors would be interested to learn of any known mintage figures or confirmed known 
quantities that suggest any of the stated estimates should be changed. 
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Martin arrived in New Zealand as a five-year-old in 1970 with a matchbox full of British coins that eventually 
formed the basis for his collection. 


The discovery of coins with legends in foreign languages and different alphabets led him to a career as a 
translator, though he has remained an active collector and student of coins and medals for 50 years. 


A former President of both the Royal Numismatic Society of New Zealand (2003-2006) and the Wellington Coin 
Club (1989-1994), and Secretary of the RNSNZ (1990-1997), he was involved in editing and publishing the 
Society’s Journal for over twenty-five years, becoming a Fellow of the Society in 2003. 


Subsequently, he collaborated with Hamish MacMaster on larger-scale undertakings such as the two editions of 
the catalogue of post-1940 Commemorative Medals published in 2009 and 2014, and the first and second 
editions of the Catalogue of NZ Challenge Coins (2011, 2016). In collaboration with Rodney, he compiled and 
published a supplement to the 2nd edition in May 2019. 


A new initiative is this chapter-by-chapter electronic publication of a new edition of Leon Morel’s catalogue of 
pre-1940 medallic commemoratives, with an electronic third edition of the “MacMaster” post-1940 catalogue 
being prepared in parallel. 


A keen vintage car enthusiast, Martin also edits Sphinx-NZ, the magazine of the Armstrong Siddeley Car Club in 


NZ.

Jason started to take an interest in numismatics after being shown a 1993 kingfisher design $2 coin by 
his grandfather as a teenager.

Africa, and has fond memories of sea, sand, and sun on the beaches there, with boarding school just a 
plane, train, and bus ride away in Kenya. 


It was during these years in East Africa that Rodney started collecting world coins, garnered by his 
father who travelled extensively around the world as a fisheries scientist. 


After returning by ship (the P&O liner Chusan) via Cape Town to England, he could not wait to leave 
again, and in 1978 with a young family in tow emigrated to New Zealand. 


Along with his interest in NZ challenge coins, Rodney also collects NZ Geocoins, NZ Pathtags and 
Philippine challenge coins, and is actively researching and gathering data for various electronic 
catalogues, including monthly online updates to the standard reference on NZ Challenge Coins.
